Aoquittsd In Twant^Two Minutes of 
Murdering Marcum. 



THAW TRIAL IS HALTED. 



Taking 



Jury 



New York. July 1« -John D. (Ilea 
son. one of Thaw's counsel, appeared 
before Justice lllanchard In Pari Two 
of the supreme court Tuesday snd se- 
cured a writ of prohibition, restrain 
Ing Ihe district attorney and Ihe grand 
Jury from taking any evidence as to 
ihe killing of Htanford White. The 
writ, which Is temporary, slao r*> 
atralna the dlatrlct attorney and vbe 
grand Jury from laaulng any sub 
poensa Iu connection with the matter 
of tbe killing of White. 

Justice lllanchard also Issued an or 
der dire, ting the dlatrlct attorney and 
the grand Jury to show cause Wednes 
day morning why they should not be 
absolutely reatralned from any fur 
ther pnaeedlngs In the matter of the 
killing of White and against Harry 
K. Thaw. 

It waa reported Tuesday that Thaw 
has been watched oonstantly alnce hla 
arrest by a truated prisoner, who ha* 
been detailed as an sitra watchman 
on the tier where Thaw'a cell la lo- 
cated. One purpose of the lurvell- 
lance Is said to be to catch as much 
as possible of what Is said at his 
talka with hi* vlaltors. It Is not 
known who set tlie watch upon him, 
** tho prison warden refused to dis- 
cuss the subject. One report concern- 
ing the watch set upon Thaw was to 
the effect that the supposed "trusty" 
who la said to be watchlug the prls- 
onsr Is an sxpert alienist who has 
been admitted to the prlaon by direc- 
tion of District Attorney Jerome. 
Tbla report alao declares that the pur- 
pose ot the espionage I* to ascertain 
r not thaw la sane. 



Beattyvllle. Ky-The letter "N" 
played an Important part In tho Jury 
rmm Tuesday morning during tbe de- 
liberation of the Jury regarding the 
guilt or Innocence of Jim Hargls aud 
Kd Callahan, charged with the murder 
of James B Marcum. It waa agreed 
by the Jury Immediately ui>on enter 
In* tbe room that a vote should be 
taken aa to the guilt or Innocence of 
the defendants It was further agreed 
Ihst tbnee voting to acquit should use 
the letter "N." while those voting to 
convict should use the letter "0." Kach 
ani | I man then marked a letter on a slip of 
paper and dropped It Into a bat. and 
when they were drawn out each slip 
of psper contained the letter "N," 
meaning that the II men had unanl 
moualy agreed to acquit ft therefore 
required only one ballot to reach a 
verdict, and O J Hurnett. selected as 
foi Oman, wrots the verdict on the back 
of the Indictment, and In 22 minutes 
after the Jury retired they bad re- 
lumed and handed It to the clerk ot 
the court. Owing to the lateneaa of tho 
hour In which Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney Adams concluded his argument 
Judge Dorsey refused to give the caao 
lo the Jury unUl morning. He gave 
th.. Jury the same admonition given 
theui durlag tbe trial ot the case, and 
not until 7:10 In the morning were 
they allowed to deliberate on a ear 
diet. The courtroom waa crowded 
when the Jury filed Into the room 
shortly before 8 o'clock, snd a death- 
like silence prevailed while the clerk 
read the verdict Aa eoon as the word* 
fell from hi* lip* the defendants were 
surrounded by their family and frtendi 
and congratulated on their success snd 
the quickness with which the Jury bad 
voted to acquit. On the other side ot 
the room, however, an entirely differ- 
ent picture presented Itself. Mrs. 
Marcum and three of her orphan chil- 
dren sat with bowed hesds and lis- 
tened to the verdict which acquitted 
tho men they believed guilty of pro- 
curing the death of the husband an-J 
falther, and it was several minutes 
hefoie the ssddened ones could realise 
that their last hops had gone. Mr*. 
Marcum stated, after regaining her 
composure, that she felt that ahe had 
done her duty to her husband. Sha 
said ahe promised him *he would do 
/everything In her power to clnvlct hi* 
■layers, and took an oath to that offect 
pver hi* grave, and that the fact that 
they had been acquitted was not tbe 
fault of any laxity In her efforts. Whllo 
the verdict waa a complete surprise to 
the majority of thoae who have fol- 
lowed the testimony In the case. It 
waa not wholly unexpected by the rep- 
reaentatlvea of the commonwealth. At 
no time since tho selection of the Jury 
was It believed by Messrs. Bird and 
Joustt and Commonwealth's Attorney 
Adams that a conviction would be had, 
but they were not prepared for an ac- 
quittal, believing that a hung Jury 
would result The acquittal of Hargls 
and Callahan for the Marcum murder 
will have no effect on their prosecu- 
tion for the murder of Cockrlll, and 
whou their trial Is called here In Sep- 
tember 8am Jatt will be on hand with 
his witnesses for the commonwealth.

COMMONWEALTH OF KENTUCKY. 

The latest aensatiou and shame to 
our state is the acquittal of Hargis and 
Cal!ahau of the chargt* of murdering 
Marcum by a jury of twelve democrats 
in the republican county of Lee. 
The fact that Hargis is on the State 
Democratic Committee, that Curt 
Jett waa brought iuto court drunk, a 
few days ago, after a conversation 
with Alexauder Hargis, aud deuied 
that Hargis or Callahan were in auy 
wise reatKHimble for Marcutu's death, 
despite his coufeasiou of a few weeks 
ago, and thut instead of being care 
fully guarded from auy possible cor- 
ruption, the jury wore allowed to go 
to their homes and mingle with var- 
ious people while the trial waa in 
progress, these facta all make us 
MM for Keutucky justice and 
honor. 

The democrats are opening their 
campaign for Governor with Hager 
ami Hays iu the held againat each 
other. Hager opened his campaign 
by reading a long stieecb to a abort 
audience in Mt. Sterliug, ou July 10. 
He said that he waa not the candi- 
date of auy machine or set of men. 
If that be true then he is nobody's 
candidate except his owu, and the 
question is whether he can get the 
necessary results from the machine 
to become governor. Hia address 
was that of a politician, not that ot 
a statesman. If it represents tbe

Our first 
petitions should be for the honoring of 
our Father's name, the coming of 
Christ s kingdom, r.nd the aci-ompllsh- 
tnent of God s blessed will umong men. 

The Dead-Prayer Office. — What be- 
comes of all the unanswered letters? 
Thousaada of them And their way to 
the dead letter office. Some never 
reach the person to whom they rro ad- 
dressed, because of the postage not be- 
ing paid; some fail because they are 
dlrerted to the wrong office: some can- 
not be sent because the address Is Il- 
legible; and some because the n.alter 
lnclo».ed Is Illegible. These float 
through the malls, are examined at dif- 
ferent offices, marked "MIsHent. ami 
finally they fall Into the dead letter 
office. There they are opened and 
read, and If valuable, are forwarded; 
If not. they are given to the flames.

At 3 o'clock p. m. the heavy boom 
ing of the cannon eeasel. Then we 
discovered the immense columns of 
the enemy moving toward u*. They 
made a grand scene, moving over 
the wide, undulating field, with their 
numerous bright flags unfurled and 
fluttering in the wind, their aeveral 
generuln mounted on magnificent 
chargers, surround. si by their staff j 
officers. This scene priftented to my 
mind one of those sublime spectacles 
of the pomp of war, which form the 
bright, delusive aide of a picture, in 
« Inch borror, misery and death sadly 
predominated. On they came, regi- 
ment in clone column by division. 
Our little isolated brigade, that "Old 
Bony" had placer! out an a bait to 
lure on the enemy into his wc 
arranged trap, ordered in their 
skirmishers, but not until the brave 
and gallant Captain Banton and Sev- 
ern I of his men hud fallen. For a 
few minutes our line was as still as 
the grave, but it was only the calm 
that precedes the storm. A small 
elevation immediately in front con- 
cealed the mighty host of grey coats 
from view for a few minutes The 
gallant old Fifty-first Ohio on our 
right on higher ground opened their 
crashing sheet of fire first, then as 
the heads of the advancing enemy 
reappeared within eighty rods of the 
F.ighth, our sturdy mountain boys 
received the anxiously desired order, 
"fire by file, fire." A blaze of fire 
and smoke ran along down our ranks, 
every man taking a deliberate aim. 
The effect of this murderous lire Is- 
came visible to all our men, which 
infused them with fresh courage. 
True, our brave lads were falling 
fast, but the enemy was checked and 
not a mounted rebel in sight of our 
line. Company commanders walked 
along behind their men with eucour- 
aging words uud to "shoot low." 
The brave old "thirty fives" on our 
left were also doing nobly. The 
ground on top of the ridge in our 
front was in fifteen minutes covered 
with deml, dying and woitndisl rebels, 
and many of our men were falling 
by the terrible fire of the enemy, 
who now begun to work around to 
the right of the Fifty first Ohio with 
an overwhelming force. At the name 
time another force of the enemy were 
completely flunking the Thirty fifth 
Indiana. The enemy won uoi more 
than forty nteps in our front when 
we received the order to fall l>ack, 
w hich we were compelled to do, leav 
ing many of our brave comrades cut 
down Gy leaden messengers of death. 
As we reached the it. >i III bank of the 
stream, followed by the wildly cheer 
ing reln-ls, win +»• bullet- came pat 
tering the water like a first cIohh 
hailstorm, the mass of rebels emerged 
from the timber into open land. 
The opportune moment had come 
for "Bosy" to spring his w»dl laid 
trap. On the rocky bluff above us a 
long mass of cedars, which to a cas 
ual observer appeared a natural 
growth, suddenly became prostrate. 
Siu;ultaneou*ly the terrific discharge 
of aixty pieces of artillery, well 
ch.iig.sl with grape and canister, 
went crashing over our heails, plow- 
ing gaps of death aud destruction in 
the heavy columns of the enemy. 
Thia threw them iuto disorder. Gen- 
eral Jeff. C. Davis' division, and the 
greater part of Negley's division, 
rushed forward to the Iwtnk of the 
stream. Meanwhile, the scattered 
members of our brigade fell into line 
wherever opportunity afforded the 
Is-st chance to return the enemy's 
fire. A desperate close range fight 
ensued. Our artillery continued to 
fan out a deadly fire over our beads, 
and before the water censed to squirt 
from our boot legs the greater part 
of our uommand that remained alive 
and not dangerously wounded, re-en- 
tered the river, this time the pursuers. 
The enemy made a desperate and 
coufu*ed resistance, aud at first were 
forced to gradually fall Imck, but 
soon were tleeiug iu a |>erfoct rout. 
They ooutinued this until they had 
reached the timber near Little's 
Creek. A dozen men, of Companies 
D uud H, of the Eighth, were the 
first to straddle one piece of the 
noted Washington Battery, takeu 
here from the enemy. Among them 
were Coe Howard, H. Harris aud 
Samuel Everman, Com]>any E. A 
few brave rebels were trying to drug 
off the piece, having thrown down 
their arms for that purpose and the 
boy* suoceded iu capturing three of 
them also. About this time, dark 
ness put a stop to tho bloody 
work. The spirit of Brngg'B 
was broken.

Chicago.— Judge Landls Wednesday 
fined the Chicago A Alton railroad 
J ji in hi each on two counts, making a 
total of 140.000. the limit for the fine. 
President Fnithorn was fined I.YOoO on 
two counts, half the maximum, and 
Fred A. Wann whs fined fa.000 on 
each count. The total of the fines was 
ItiO.OOO. Judge Landls declared he 
saw no extenuating circumstances in 
the case. 

Attorney R. M. 8haw. for the rail- 
asked for a bill of exceptions, that 
the rase may be appealed. This fine 
is identical with the one assessed 
some time ago by Judge Bethes 
against the Chicago, Burlington *c

I i Friday Judge Land's informed 
the defeated attorneys. Mr. Shaw and 
John Barton Payne, that he would 
give them until Monday to produce 
evidence tending to show that the 
granting of the rebate by the defend- 
ant to the Sen w arise hlld ft Sulzberg- 
er company was publicly kuown In 
Kansas City. Whoa court convened 
Attorney Shaw declared he had not 
time enough to produce witnesses, 
but that he had evidence that a sim- 
ilar transaction in two Instances had 
been approved by Cnited 8tates Judge 
Phillips in Ktnsaa City while he. as a 
court, was administering the Kansas 
City Belt line, then' in the hands of a 
receiver. He could not produce wit- 
nesses. he said, because they feared 
making confessions might place them 
in danger of prosecution. 

The verdict of guilty made it pos-

COMMANDER OF THE BLACK 
FLEET, CHUKNIN. 18 SHOT 
FROM AMBUSH AND SERI- 
OUSLY WOUNDED. 

Sevastopol —An attempt was made 
by mutineers Wednesday to assassin 
ate Vice Admiral Chuknln. command 
er of the Black sea fleet The admiral 
was wounded and fallen to a hospital 

The would-be assassin is • sailor, 
who hid in the bushes and shot at the 
admiral as he was walking In the 
garden of his villa. The culprit has 
not been apprehmded. 

The warships Pan tele imon and 
Three Saints have Joined the garrison 
of the Balum fortress which lias been 
In mutiny. The Three Salnta hoiyted 
the red flag, and the mutineers are 
forcibly detaining two ether war vn- 
sels which had refused to Join them. 
The Naval Revolt. 

On June 28. 1905. the crew of the 
Pantelelmon. then railed the Knlaz 
Potemkin. mutinied at Odessa and de- 
fied the authorities several weeks 
Meantime the city was kept in con- 
stant terror by tbreata from the ves- 
sel to bombard the town. The warship 
finally did fire on one of tbe forts, but 
It soon after surrendered. Im No- 
vember 26 the vessel, of Its name had 
been changed to Pantelelmon. again 
mutinied and was joined by the cruis- 
er Otchakoff. Nothing MM res itt- 
ed, however, and later on the warships 
returned to control by the government 
Admiral Blamed for Severity. 

Vice Admiral Chuknln has l>een 
blamed for his severity, and It was to 
his treatment of the crews of the ships 
under his command that the mutiny 
on board the battltshlp Knlaz Potem- 
kin. In June and July last year, was 
attributed. The admiral, displayed 
considerable activity in attempting to 
rapture the mutineers at that time 



and in suppressing the sailors' mutiny 
st Hebastopol In November last. 

An attempt was made on the life 
of the admiral February 9 Isat A 
woman appeared nt his official real- 
dence during the afternocn of that day

After this we hope to give in thin column every week, Home inform* 
tion or advice for those who are trying to make our mountain home* the 
happiest places on earth. We want the help of our readers to make it as 
interesting and helpful as possible. This week among the items on the 
last page is news of some people being bitten by a mad dog. Such a thing 
might happen any day in our warm climate. Cut out the following 
article reprinted from the "Pendletonian" and put it away so you will know 
what to do if danger comes your way. 

"Judge Robert J. Breckinridge, of Danville, has furnished the follow 
ing remedy, which he says is an infallible cure for hydrophobia. It in par 
ticularly interesting now on account of the laige number of victims of 
rabies over the country. The method of treatment is: 

"The time between the biting of an animal by a mad dog and the 
showing signs of hydrophobia is not less than nine days, but it may lie 
nine months. After the animal haa become rabid, a scratch of a tooth up 
on a person, or slobber coming in contact with a sore or raw place will 
produce hydrophobia just the same as if bitten by a mad dog. 

"Hydrophobia can be prevented, and I will give what is well known 
to be an infallible remedy for man ami beast if properly administered. A 
dose for a horse or cow ahould be four times as much as for a person. It 
is not too late to give the medicine any time before the spasms come on. 
The dose for a person is one and one half ounces of elecampane root bruised, 
put in a pint of new milk, reduced to one half by boiling; take all at once 
in the morning, fasting until the nfternoon, or at least a very small diet 
until several hours are past. 

"The second dose same as first, except take two ounce* of the root. 
Third same as second. Three doses are all that are needed, and there need 
be no fear, as I know from my own experience, and know of a number of 
cases where it was entirely successful. This is no guess work. The per 
sons alluded to have been bitten by their own dogs, which were then tied 
to see if they were really mad. They proved to be mad. and the remedy 

*as „ A >tj<<t<M| me he had known of lhe use of the remedy over 
thirty years, and never knew it to fail when properly administered. He 
related a case where a number of cows were bitten and penned half in oue 
pen and half in another. To half, the remedy was given, and they were 
saved. The other half died from the dread hydrophobia.'*— Pendletonian.

Practical Arithmetic for the Rural Schools 

By PB.OF. CHARLES I). LKWIH. 

COMMON FRACTIONS. 

Fractional ideas and relations should be developed 
from the beginning. The child should very early learn 
of the unit fraction 8-3, 6-6, etc., and the fractional unit 
1-3, 1-6, etc. Teach by meant of common experiences. 
Cut an apple into four parts and you have 4-4, remove 
one part and you have 4-4 — 1-4 = 3 4, remove another 
and you have 1-4+1-4 = 2-4=1-2. 

In more advanced work, the following forms should 
be taught with great care, if you would avoid confusion 
and looseness of thought.

This operation is simple, being first, the factoring 

of the two terms of the fraction, and second, omitting 

all common factors. 

III. Change 2-3 and 3 5 to forms having a com- 
mon denominator. 

By much drill laad the child to see that a fraction 
can only be changed to a form having a denominator 
which is a multiple of its denominator. Then if each of 
two or more fractions are to have the same denomina- 
tor it must be a common multiple of the denominators. 

After the required L. C. M. is determined by in- 
spection or by factoring, proceed as in the shorter form 
given above. Addition and subtraction of fractions 
involve no points of difficulty not met in reduction. 
Use problems with small denominators and combine 
integers and fractions separately in mixed numbers, 
rather than change to improper fractions.

In Louisville, last month, Prof. Hooper of the State College gave 
some very important advice to farmers, some of which we want to print 
here. The question the farmer has to answer is not only "How can I get 
the most money out of my farm this year?" but "How can I run my farm 
to get the greatest value from it every year, and make it more fertile 
ad of less?" 

It was shown that by selling from the farm 100 bushels of corn, the 
farmer removes from his land 118.18 worth of nitrogen, phosphorous and 
sium; while if this corn were fed to fattening steers, and the resulting 
i returned to the land, less than $3.50 worth of these elements would 
from the farm when the steers were sold; while if this com 
, fed to the dairy cow, and the resulting butter sold, less than eighteen 
b worth of fertility would leave the soil. 

Mr. Hooper, in hia address on sheep breeding, urged upon the farm- 
ers the advantages to be derived from sheep breeding outside of the large 
profits secured. The consumption of mutton is increasing, while the num 
ber of sheep raised is (according to reliable statistics) on the decrease. 
Kentucky possesses unusual advantages over Illinois and Iowa, (two of the 
greatest sheep raising states) in that the land is more rolling, insuring less 
trouble from stomach worms. Any of the Down breeds will give good 
satisfaction in Kentucky. 

In discussing the subject of stock raising, Prof. Hooper showed that 
"scientific feeding" ia really nothing more than common sense feeding 
after all. A balanced ration ia simply one supplying all the nutrients 
needed by the animal 'a system. Each animal— the sheep, the horse, the 
calf, cow and hog — have requirements peculiar to themselves, and the only 
manner in which best results can be secured from live stock is to closely

They 
have gone so far as to lay the subject 
before parliament, and In the bouse of 
common* a question ha* ls?»n put to 
the premier as to the effect lire -passage 
of the American bill will have upon 
Hrlfish interests TV.e premier wisely 
and pro|>erly said there was no occa- 
sion for the government to take action 
ai ihls atagc of the proceedings, and 
there the affair ends, for tbe present at 
least, nor Is it likely that anything 
will be done by the Imperial authori- 
ties. But what a light the Incident 
throws on the free trade contention 
that subsidizing American ship* Is 
likely to hurt Americans! The British 
shipowners, many of whom profit 
greatly through, tbe liberal subventions 
of their (overnment. know belter than 
that. What they are afraid of la that

Frankfort, Ky . July II.— There are 
probably from 50 to 100 persons In 
nearly every county In Kentucky do- 
ing business under an assumed name 
In violation of Chapter 23, arts 1 !•■.•.
